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BRUENING MOVES FOR START 
ON REPARATIONS REVISION 


Calls Conference of Ambassadors—German 
Press Expects First Step Will Be Postpone- 
ment of Transfer of Payments. 


By the Associated Press. : 

BERLIN, June 17.—Chancellor 
Bruening will confer next week 
with the German Ambassadors to 
Washington, London, Rome _ and 
Paris on the best method of get- 
ting under way negotiations for re- 
vision of reparations. 

While the newspapers assume 
that postponement of transfers of 
reparations payments will be first 
step to be taken, Bruening is keep- 
ing his own counsel in the matter. 
It is thought unlikely that he will 
show his hand before the visit of 
Secretary of State Stimson to Ber- 
lin. 

There is feverish activity in Wil- 
helmstrasse where data is being as- 
sembled for the Chancellor’s meet- 
ing with the Ambassadors. Dr. 
Julius Curtius, the Foreign Minis- 
ter, and German experts on repara- 
tions will take part in the discus- 
sions. 


Secretary Mellon Spends Hour 
With MacDonald.

LONDON, June 17.—Andrew W. 
Mellon, American Secretary of the 
Treasury, and Prime Minister 
Ramsay MacDonald spent an hour 
in private conversation this morn- 
ing at MacDonald’s quiet office in 
the House of Commons. 

Mellon held to his ‘statement 
made when he arrived at South- 


ampton yesterday that he had 
nothing to say for publication. 
MacDonald also declined to  dis- 


cuss their meeting. 

The customary procedure is for 
the Prime Minister to invite dis- 
tinguished visitors with whom he 
wants to discuss world affairs to 
his office. 

When Mellon returned to his ho- 
tel this afternoon he said his visit 
with the Prime Minister was purely 
a social call and had no political 
Significance. He and MacDonald, 
he said, had only a friendly conver- 
sation, renewing their old acquaint- 
ance.

FARM BOARD WON'T PROMISE 
TO KEEP WHEAT OFF MARKET 


Wants to Leave Way Open for Dis- 
posal of Crop When Op- 
portunity Offers.

WASHINGTON, June 17.—The 
Farm Board will not pledge itself 
to withhold stabilization wheat 
from domestic markets for another 
year. 

The board intends to pursue its 
policy announced on March 23 of 
handling the wheat “in such a way 
as to impose the minimum of bur- 
den upon domestic and _ world 
prices.” 

It desires to have itself uncom- 
mitted so it can take advantage of 
any favorable market to dispose of 
a part at least, of the huge stocks

A number of mid-Western grain 
men have requested the board to 
withhold the wheat for another 
year to remove what has been de- 
scribed as an unnerving influence 
on present grain prices.

President at Springfield, 
Ill., Tomb Says ‘Eternal 
Principles of Truth, * Jus- 
tice, Right’ Apply in 
Every Day and Age. 


LIGHTS ‘THE TORCH 
OF REDEDICATION 


‘No Man Stands Above the 
Law; That the Republic 
Can Not Admit and Still 
Live,’ Chief Executive 

Asserts. 


By the Associated Press. 
SPRINGFIELD, UL, June 17.— 


Standing at the tomb of Abraham 
Lincoln, President Hoover today 
called for a rededication of the 
citizenry to the service and ideals 
of the nation. 

“The eternal principles of truth, 
justice and right, never more 
clearly stated than by Lincoln, re- 
main the solvent for the problems 
fand perplexities of every age and 
of our day,” he said in dedicating 
the remodeled tomb. 

“It is to those who, Jike Lincoln, 
have made these principles serve 
the needs of mankind that the 
world pays its homage. At his 


rededication to the service and 
ideals of the nation which he loved 
and served with the last full meas- 
ure of devotion.” 

Before speaking, Mr. Hoover and 
his party entered the reconstructed 
tomb. He and Mrs. Hoover placed 
wreaths there. The speaker's 
stand faced away from the tomb 
and a huge crowd spread over the 
surrounding cemetery. 

Text of President’s Speech. 

The text of the President’s speech 
follows: 

“The people of Illinois have 
taken just pride in the restoration 
and beautification of the tomb of 
their greatest citizen—Abraham 
Lincoln, the sixteenth President of 
the United States. This memorial 
was erected and dedicated 657 years 
ago. Another great citizen of I[lli- 
nois—the eighteenth President of 
the United States, Ulysses S. Grant 
—made the address on that occa- 
sion. It is proper that a president 
of the United States should take 
part in its rededication at this time. 

“This, the tomb of Lincoln, is a 
shrine to all Americans. The>stone 
and marble of all of our great na- 
tional shrines are more than phys- 
ical reminders of the mighty past 
of our country. They are symbols 
of things of the spirit. Through the 
men and deeds they commemorate 
they renew our national ideals and 
our aspirations. 

“Refreshment of National Soul.” 

“It is refreshment of the nation- 
al soul to assemble in these places 
and to direct the thoughts of our 
people to these occasions and to 
recall the men and their deeds 
which builded the republic. It is 
an awakening of pride in the glorics 
of the past and an inspiration to 
faith in the future. These are tre 
springs which replenish that most 
sacred stream of human emotions 
—patriotism. 

“Nothing that we may say here 
can add to the knowledge or devo- 
tion of our people to the memory 
of Abraham Lincoln. Nothing we 
may do can add to his stature in 
history. All that words can con- 
vey has long since been uttered by 
his grateful countrymen. 

“We gather here today that we 
of our generation may again pay 
tribute to the man who not only 
saved the union and gave freedom 
to a race but who recreated’ the 
ideals and inspirations of American 
life. 

Lincoln in Hearts of the World. 

“A nation in fits whole lifetime 
flowers with but few whose’ names 
remain upon the roll of the world 
in after generations. Lincoln after 
all these years still grows, not only 
in the hearts of his countrymen, 
but in the hearts of the peoples of 
the world. 

“It is not new, yet it is eternally 
true, to state that Lincoln made a 
universal appeal to the minds and 
hearts of men. His every aspira- 
tion was for the unity and welfare 
of his country. He became a tri- 
umphant force in achieving that 
ideal, because he saw the problems 
of his time not only from the 
standpoint of the statesman but of 
the average citizen whose outlook 
he understood and whose trials and 
hopes he snared. 
~ “No man gazes upon the tomb 
of Lincoln without reflection upon 
his transcendent qualities of pa- 
tience, fortitude and steadfastness.

Mrs. Victoria Bosch, 227 Lafay- 
ette avenue, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today that she had visited 


the Circuit Attorney’s office Mon- 
day after two other women had 
told her they held instruments 
purporting to be first deeds of 
trust on the same property covered 
by a first deed which she said 
she purchased from Hoge for $2000 
last Feb. 28. She said she was 
accompanied by one of the other 
women,. Mrs. Stella Pezolt, 4218 
Virginia avenue. The third wo- 
man is out of town. 

Mrs. Bosch related that she be- 
came uneasy about the validity of 
her deed recently when she re- 
ceived notices from two insurance 
companies to pay premiums which 
she said she had instructed Hoge 
to pay with funds furnished by 
her. The premiums amounted to 
$55. 

Three Mortgages Alike. 

Last Saturday, she said, she vis- 
ited Miss Finnuala McConaster, 
then an employe of Hoge, An in- 
vestigation resulted in her visiting 
Mrs. Pezolt and Mrs. Lillian Koeln. 
3220 Winnebago street, the two 
women who told her, she said, 
that they held first deeds of trust 
on the same property. 

Mrs. Bosch said that Mr. 
Mrs. nry Hempe of 4039 Ne- 
braskagvene owning the prop- 
erty purporting to be covered by 
her deed of trust, denied signing 
the mortgage notes. 

Joseph Grand, attorney for Mrs. 
Pezolt, said that his client held an 
$1800 deed of trust on the Ne- 
braska avenue property, which she 
renewed last July through Hoge. 

Miss McConaster told a reporter 
that she resigned her position with 
Hoge Saturday, the resignation be- 
coming effective Monday. 

Hoge’s Employe Explains. 

“I was in charge of the office 
most of the time,” she said, “due 
to the fact that Mr. Hoge de- 
voted most of his time to outside 
work. During the latter part of 
May several clients came into the 
office and asked for title and in- 
surance papers. I made a private 
report to Mr. Hoge’s mother and 
his brother, John Hoge, and later 
had a conference with them at 
which Oliver Hoge was present.

ROBBERS INVADE. 
HONE AND SEIZE 
$150,000 IENELS 


Mrs. S. Stanwood Menken 
of New York Forced to 
Open Vault by Three In- 
truders. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, June 17.—Three 


robbers today shouldered their way 
into the home of 8S. Stanwood Men- 
ken, former chairman of the Na- 
tional Security League, bound two 


maids and then forced Mrs. Men- 
ken to open a vault containing jew- 
elry valued at $150,000. 

Scooping up the jewels, the rob- 
bers ran into Fifty-second street 
and escaped. 

The men appeared at the door 
of the house at 10 o’clock and ran, 
the bell. One of the maids an- 
swered, and the men drew revol- 
vers and forced her into the house. 
They asked her “where is your 
madam.” She _ replied “upstairs, 
asleep.” 

The robbers picked up some 
scarfs and draperies and bound the 
maid. Then they ascended to the 
second fioor where they were met 
by another maid. Before she could 
make an outcry the men bound 
her. 

Upstairs the robbers came to the 
bedroom occupied by Mrs. Menken. 
She had been awakened by the 
noise made by the men and was 
dressing when they entered her 
room. They told her to keep quiet. 

“Just show us where you keep 
your jewelry,”’ one of them said. 

With revolvers threatening her, 
Mrs. Menken led the men to the 
basement and to the vault. When 
they had taken all the gems they 
bound her and left. 

Menken, a wealthy lawyer, 
founded the Security League, a pa- 
triotic Organization, in 1914. In 
1927 he drew the fire of Count 
Karolyi, former President of Hun- 
gary, by demanding that Countess 
Catherine Karolyi be deported as a 
Bolshevik and “menace to Ameri- 
can institutions.” 

In 1930 he told a special House 
Committee that deportation laws 
should be enacted to oust Com- 
munists. Later the same year he 
returned from a trip abroad and 
said Russia should be recognized. 
Bhortiy afjerward he resigned as 
chairman of the board of the Se- 
curity League as the result of a 
vote of 11 members of the board 
opposing recognition of Russia. 

Several years ago Mrs. Menken 
was acclaimed as the most richly 
dressed woman at the Beaux Arts 
ball here. She wore a costume on 
which 250,000 precious stones were 
sewed, also the famous Hope dia- 
mond of romantic history, which 
was valued at $163,000. It was lent 
for the occasion by a jewelry firm.

RAIL LINES 

TELL WHY 

THEY WANT 
RATE RISE 


In Petition to I. C. C. for 
15 Pct. Freight Advance 


They Point to Danger of 
Impairment of Financial 
Resources. 


NO FEASIBLE REMEDY 
IN WAGE REDUCTION 


Companies Declare Revi- 
sion of Passenger Fares 
Offers No Prospect of 
Relief — Point to Limit 
on Earnings. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 17.—The 


railroads of the United States today 
presented to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission their petition 
for a 15 per cent increase in freight 
rates as a means of meeting the 
emergency caused by the drastic 
decline in operating revenues. 

Last Thursday the executives of 
Eastern, Western and Southern 
roads decided to request the 


blanket increase designed to yield 
annually $400,000,000 in additional 
gross income, 

As evidence of their desire for 
assistance without undue delay, 
the carriers recommended that the 
commission's investigation of their 
application be of a “limited char- 
acter’ for the purpose of determin- 
ing whether the new schedules 
should be allowed to become effec- 
tive without the 90-day suspension 
usually ordered when rate revisions 
are made, 

Even if this procedure is fol- 
lowed, it is unofficially pointed out, 
it will probably be early autumn 
before the hearings can be coni- 
pleted and a decision reached. 

Threat to Financial Resources. 

The petition, asserting that the 
roads were “confronted with an 
emergency threatening serious im- 
pairment of their financial re- 
sources and their capacity to assure 
the public a continuance of effi- 
cient and adequate service,” said 
the increased revenues would yield 
a yearly railway net operating in- 
come equal to less than 4 per dent 
on the value of their property. The 
fair return prescribed by law is 
5.75 per cent, but during the first 
four months of this year, the ap- 
plication said, the return had fallen 
to an annual basis of 2.24 per cent 
for the class one carriers. In 1930 
it was 3.54 per cent. 

Earnings of the class one roads 
since 1921 were said to have 
dropped about $2,575,000,000 below 
the rate of return on capital auth- 
orized by law. 

The brief emphasized the danger 
of an impaired credit position and 
its effect on railroad securities, 
especially bonds. If the roads were 
getting a fair return, it said, “rail- 
way securities which are now ap- 
propriate for insurance, savings 
banks and trust investments would 
continue to maintain that status. 

Basis for Bond Market. 


“Upon such a basis the market 
for railway bonds and stocks can 
be maintained. It is vitally impor- 
tant that it should be maintained 
in order that additional capital 
may be secured for further im- 
provements. Steam railroad trans- 
rortation has not become a mori- 
bund enterprise. It is essential to 
the economic welfare of the coun- 
try and indispensable to the na- 
tional defense. All that is neces- 
sery to the maintenance of an ade- 
quate national system of transpor- 
tation is that the country should be 
willing to pay a reasonable price 
for it and that railway investors 
and railway managements should 
be able to act on that assurance.” 
The petition recalled that the 
roads had clung to their policy, 
announced late in 1929, of continu- 
ing a normal program of expendi- 
tures “as long as it could be jus- 
tified from the standpoint of the 
trust reposed by the railroad se- 
curity holders in the management 
of the carriers who were adminis- 
tering property which, though de- 
voted to public use, is nevertheless 
private property. 

“That this policy was so adhered 
to is shown by the fact that during 
the year 1930, in a period of de- 
clining traffic, these carriers made 
capital expenditures amounting to 
approximately $598,000,000. They 
also continued in employment wage 
earners whose services were not 
indispensably necessary to the 
transaction of the volume of busi- 
ness which was offered by trans- 
portation, thereby incurring oper- 
ating expenses which might have

Taking 1924 as a normal year. 
retail business of the nation is only 


15 per cent below normal, accord- 
ing to a survey of business condi- 
tions compiled today by the re- 
search department of the National 
Retail Credit Association, based on 
data collected by 1200 member bu- 
reaus from 180,000 merchants all 
over the country. 

The report, made at,the as- 
sociation’s conference at Hotel Jef- 
ferson, covers economic conditions 
since Jan. 1 last, and contains re- 
sumes of varying conditions in dif- 
ferent parts of the country. 

In some sections retail business 
exceeds last year’s volume, while in 
others it has dropped as low as 75 
per cent of the total, for the first 
five months of 1930. 

Credit Sales Cut 10 Per Cent. 

A 10 per cent decrease in credit 
sales is noted with an improvement 
in “the qualify of current accounts,” 
Collections have improved, prima- 
rily because greater care has been 
exercised in accepting accounts. 

Reports on general conditions, 
submitted by telegraph, indicate in- 
activity in the building trades and 
steel production, but pronounced 
activity in the _ textiles, leather 
groups and food industries. 

Unemployment, existing mainly 
about the larger cities and compli- 
cated by transient labor, is regarded 
as evidencing ‘“‘a general note of im- 
provement.” Public construction 
and highway work is providing out- 
lets for labor, especially in the 
South. 

“Agriculture is dominantly in a 
favorable position to help recovery,” 
the report states, “and in most of 
the regions surveyed crop prospects 
are very promising. Rain.has been 
abundant, Grazing facilities have 
aided herds. Truck farming near 
large cities has proven profitable. 

“While prices for farm products 
are not any too encouraging, some 
reports indicate that some farm in- 
come will result. Fruit and berry 
crops have a good start and willing 
market, Tobacco and cotton show 
g00d progress thus far. Home can- 
ning of foodstuffs will assure sus- 
tenance during the coming winter.” 

‘ Inactivity in Building. 

Inactivity in the building trades 
has handicapped all lines contribu- 
ting to residential and commercial 
materials, the survey shows, while 
the steel industry “is marking time. 
although many plants are on full 
operating schedule and a few are 
running overtime.” 

Coal mining has suffered from 
labor disputes, the resume states, 
but “these are being smoothed over 
and some mines are reopening for 
full-time work.” | 

Retailers have not been burdened 
because of an average decrease of 
10 per cent in bank clearings, the 
report states, and liquidations have 
constituted but temporary handi- 
caps. 

The gasoline and oil industry is 
reported as “stagnant.” 

Taking up conditions in various 
regions, often presenting paradox- 
ical pictures of prosperity and de- 
pression, the survey indicates retail 
business is 20 per cent below nor- 
mal of 1924 in the Central States, 
which lack also “the same strin- 
gent credit control in force else- 
where. “Employment is improv- 
ing,” but by no means relieved be- 
cause the cities have an influx of 
idle labor that cannot be thrust 
into jobs.” 

Central States’ crops are good, 
but prices low. General business 
is at a lower ebb than last year 
but “is on an even keel and gradu- 
alyy climbing upward.” 

Hopeful Signs in Southwest. 

The Southwest area shows a bet- 
ter gain in retail volume with 
Sreater demand (for credit of a 
higher quality. Collections are im- 
proving. 

“The oil and gasoline business 
has the laws of supply and demand 
mixed and the lack of desired 
profits puts things at a deadlock,” 
the report states. A noticeable 
surplus.of clerical help but an in- 
creasing demand for skilled labor 
is reported. No extensive building 
operations, however, are in sight. 
Crop prospects are satisfactory but 
the price market is causing anxiety 
for stability at harvest time. 

In New England department store 
business averages from 5 to 10 per 
cent below last year while employ- 
ment conditions are “fair.” 

‘Sales volumes in the Atlantic 
States are “within a few per cent 
of those of last year.’’ In some 
cases an increase has been noted 
in unit sales but cash returns are 
less than those of last year be- 
cause of lower prices. Credit con- 
ditions in the area and most of 
the other regions parallel the na- 
tional resume of credits and col- 
lections. 

Unemployment Decreasing. 

Unemployment is decreasing due 
to an increasing number of part- 
time operations, other lines of in- 
dustry tending to offset weaknsses

Progress on Credit Reports, 
Charles M. Reed of Denver, Colo., 


chairman of the service department 
committee of the association, out- 


lined the progress of retail credit 
reporting, telling in detail of the 
work of the various credit bureaus 
affiliated with the association. 
Their efforts in detecting undesir- 
able credit applicants and fraudu- 
lent schemes have averted numer- 
ous losses, he said. 


A plan for reducing the percent- 
age of returned merchandise and 
unjust claims was presented by P. 
H, Carr of the Standard Clothing 
Co., Minneapolis, Minn. 


Exhibiting charts, based on the 
retail credit survey of the United 
States Department of Commerce, 
he said the percentage of return 
on cash sales averaged about 3.8 
per cent in 1930 and about 10.8 in 
charge sales. 

The retail credit survey of the 
Department of Commerce will be 
handled next month directly from 
Washington, according. to plans 
outlined at a luncheon meeting of 
about 35 credit men from key cities 
yesterday by H. C. Dunn, chief of 
the merchandising research divi- 
sion of the department. 

The material for the semiannual 
surveys, which deal only in general 
statistics without reference to in- 
dividual firm names, formerly was 
obtained by each district office and 
then forwarded to Washington. The 
new plan has been selected in the 
interests of economy. 
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They Want 
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ed that the railroad executives had 
concluded that “if that question 
must be met and dealt with, it must 
be at a later stage.”’ 

“In connection with efficiency 
and economy of operation the ques- 
tion may be raised whether railway 
wages are reasonable under exist- 
ing conditions, For the determina- 
tion of wages of railway labor there 
is a procedure prescribed by Fed- 
eral law. This procedura involves, 
in the case of a dispute, three 
possible steps, the last of which is 
alternative: First, conferences be- 
tween the railway managements 
and the representatives of railway 
labor; second, the intervention of 
boards of mediation in the event 
the conferences result in disagree- 
ment: third, arbitration in the 
event the two preceding steps fail; 
or, if either party refuses to arbi- 
trate, a finding of facts by a com- 
mission appointed by the President. 


Delay Inevitable. 

“The issues presented in each of 
these steps are of great importance 
and the economic facts necessary 
for their determination are not 
easy to assemble and consider. It 
would be a reasonable prediction to 
say that if the railway manage- 
ments were now to initiate reduc- 
tions in rates of pay affecting all 
classes of railway employes cov- 
ered by existing agreements, the 
proceedings would have to pass 
through the first two and one or 
the other of the third stages. There 
are at least eight important classes 
of railway employes. A conclusion 
of proceedings affecting all classes 
of railway employes could not be 
expected within a period which 
would enable the result to be taken 
into consideration in the present 
emergency. 

“Concerning the wisdom of initi- 
ating such a controversy at this 
time, it is assumed that there will 
be no substantial difference of 
opinion. The policy of the Federal 
Government, concurred in by the 
managements of most leading in- 
dustries, is that the revival of in- 
dustry and commerce should be 
predicated, for the time being at 
least, upon the mainteaance of ex- 
isting wage scales. 

“Because of this policy and be- 
cause of the fact that even in the 
absence gf such a policy the ques- 
tion of railway wages would re- 
quire a long period for its disposal, 
and because the condition of these 
carriers does not afimit of such 
prolonged delay in the provision of 
a remedy, the managements of 
these carriers have not seriously 
considered at this time irritating 
controversies looking to the deter- 
mination of the reasonableness of 
railway wages.” 


Limit on Return. 


Discussing the question of a fair 
return, the petition said that if the 
carriers were permitted to particr- 
pate in periods of prosperity they 
should equally sacrifice in periods 
of depression. 

“But they are denied such par- 
ticipation by law. Even in periods 
of prosperity the return on railway 
capital has been meager and inade.- 
quate as shown by the statistics or 
net railway operating income ana 
its percentage of the value of rail- 
way property. During the recent 
period of great prosperity, when in- 
dustry was reaping unprecedentea 
rewards, the carriers contributea 
a service indispensable to the crea- 
tion of this prosperity. The com- 
pensation for this service offerea 
by law has been a return on cap!- 
tal only slightly exceeding the 
rate of interest which the ordinary 
investor receives when he invests 
in well-secured obligations. This 
has been the upper limit of the re- 
ward of the risk of railway capita 
and of efficiency of railway man. 
agement.” . 

The problem of motor truck 
competition is “one of great com- 
plexity and detail,” the brief de- 
clared, and “no program dealing 
comprehensively with thia feature 
of the situation can be worked out 
now,

“Although there are instances of 
long distance hauls by motor 
trucks, the area of effective com- 
petition appears, generally speak- 
ing, at present to be measured by 
the distance of 150 to 200 miles. 
The rate structure of the steam 
carriers is particularly wanting in 
that flexibility which would enable 
them to meet this competition. 

“It is probable that short-haul 
traffic should be treated somewhat 
as a by-product and that for the 
shorter distances the rates should 
be relatively lower and for the 
longer distances where the motor- 
truck competition is not effective 
they should be relatively higher. 
This would frequently result in 
through rates exceeding the sums 
of the local rates. In order to es- 
tablish such a rate structure a rad- 
ical reconstruction would have to 
be made and a measure of relief 
from the provisions never hereto- 
fore contemplated would have to be 
granted by the commission. 

“It may also be that extensive 
changes in the classification of 
commodities will be necessary. The 
present classification, as revised 
from time to time by the carriers 
and the commission, with the ap- 
plicable rates, constitutes the most 
elaborately refined adjustment of 
charges which can be found in the 
economic structure of American 
business. Consequently, an exten- 
sive revision may be attended with 
far-reaching consequences.”’ 

No Passenger Fare Increase. 

The railroads apparently have 
not entertained the thought of in- 
creasing passenger fares. _, 

“The disuse of railway facilities 
by owners of automobiles,” said the 
brief, “and the increase in the ex- 
tent of motor bus service makes it 
evident that passenger traffic will 
not sustain further increases.”’ 

Experiments with decreased pas- 
senger fares ‘‘do not encourage be- 
lief in their success.” 

“In view of these considerations,” 
the petition asserted, “the carriers 
propoge that they be permitted to 
increase all freight rates and 
charges, including joint rail and wa- 
ter rates and charges, 15 per cent. 
with such adjustments in the case 
of coal, coke and certain other 
commodities as will preserve exist- 
ing differentials; that as to freight 
traffic, generally, this increase be 
permitted to become effective by the 
use of percentage supplements; that 
as to coal, coke and certain other 
commodities, specific tariffs com- 
plying with the ordinary require- 
ments of tariff publication be 
filed.” 
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SEVERE EARTHOUKE 
ROCKS TOK, JAPAN 


Thousands Rush Into Streets, 
but No Serious Damage 
Is Reported. 


By the Associated Press. 
TOKIO, June 17. — A severe 
earthquake occurred in Tokio at 
9:10 o’clock tonight, causing thou- 
sands of persons to run into the 
streets and gardens. 
The quake shook down house- 
hold ornaments but so far as could 
be learned immediately there was 
no serious damage. 
The quake’s center, seismologists 
report, was apparently at sea some- 
where south of Tokio Bay. 
The shock continued for about 
one minute. Its first manifesta- 
tion was a horizontal movement 
which increased in intensity ana 
then developed into a series of per- 
pendicular shocks. 
Preliminary reperts indicated 
glassware and crockery dealers in 
Tokio were the worst sufferers. 
Their wares were knocked to the 
floors and smashed. 
Izu Peninsula, which ‘suffered in 
the. earthquake Of Nov. 26, 1930, 
also was shaken and some proper- 
ty damage occurred there. 


BROKER FATALLY WOUNDED 
WHILE WORKING WITH RIFLE 


Worthington Davis, Related to 
President of Confederacy, Found 
Unconscious by Butler.

NEW YORK, June 17.—Worth- 
ington Davis, 34 years old, socially 
prominent Stock Exchange broker, 
died last night of wounds suffered 
when he accidentally shot himself 
with a rifle. Mr. Davis was 4 
first cousin of Ralph Pulitzer, who 
was at his bedside in Flower Hos- 
pital when he died. 

While alone in his apartment in 
East Fifty-third street, yesterday, 
Mr. Davis was changing the barrels 
on a combination hunting and 
target rifle when it exploded, 
sending a bullet through his body 
just below the heart. He was 
found unconscious a short while 
later by his butler who had been 
on an errand. 

Mr. Davis was a bachelor and 
was a member of a- well-known 
family which was related to Jef- 
ferson Davis, president of the Con- 
federacy, and which included Mrs. 
Kate Davis Pulitzer, wife of the 
founder of the New York World 
and the St. Louis Post-Dispatch.

It no longer is 
considered unethical for an indi- 
vidual to be tn debt, he said, quot- 
ing figures to indicate the aver- 
age American family owes nearly 

400. 
: Effects of the aftermath of the 
war, when manufacturers and mer- 
chants were left with large stocks 
of goods which they could-not sell, 
caused the panic of 1920, Baer said, 
but when stocks were § liquidated 
commodities again were in demand 
and prices began to go up. During 
the next 10 years, America experi- 
enced the greatest prosperity in the 
history of the nation, he said. 

Where Logic Failed. 

“(Unfortunately the tempera- 
mental American people did not 
seem to realize there was a point 
at which production would  be- 
come excessive,” Baer said, “and 
that the nation could not absorb 
all it could produce. 

“Stocks soared, their value based 
on anticipated earnings, and there 
appeared to be no limit to the pos- 
sibilities of profit making in the 
minds of the people. Everybody was 
buying and spending commensurate 
with their paper worth but beyond 
their income. This was possible be- 
cause of the use of credit. The Na- 
tional Retail Credit Survey indi- 
cates Americans pay cash for only 
58 per cent of retail purchases, the 
remaining 42 per cent being taken 
eare of through credit.” 


Basy credit has resulted in 
consumers in this country hy- 
pothecating their future salaries 
to the extent of about $10,500,000,- 
000, more than the world’s gold 
circulation, Sidney R. Baer, vice 
president-treasurer Stix, Baer & 
Fuller Co., said today in a speech 
before the conference of the Na- 
ional Retail Credit Association at 
Hotel Jefferson. 

The conference, participated in 
by about 1000 credit men from all 
parts of the country, will close Fri- 
day. It is seeking to determine 
whether to tighten or broaden 
credit policies. 

Baer said his credit figures were 
based on the usual charge  ac- 
counts, installment buying and 
loans to individuals but did not in- 
clude commercial credit or invest- 
ment credit, representing the grad- 
ual purchase of bonds and other 
securities. 

“While credit should be extended 
only to sound accounts, reasonable 
credit must be extended to stimu- 
late business,” Baer said, “for if 
we go to the other extreme and 
withhold credit to sound risks 
progress will be impeded and. busi- 
ness retarded. Prosperity cannot 
be restored without an increase in 
the purchasing power of the 
masses. 

“Extreme pessimism today is just 
as unwise as unbalanced optimism. 
The condition of this country is 
basically sound. 

Seeking Honest Living. 
“Men today are more than ever 
endeavoring to earn an honest liv- 
ing rather than to get rich quick 
through speculation. Savings 
banks have large balances; living 
costs are declining, and while many 
are dependent upOn smaller in- 
comes, most have been conserva-

ficulty was encountered in making 
this case, because the man kept no 
records, and his capitulation in 
court will greatly encourage our 
agents, to whom great credit is 
due.” 


Arrangements for Plea. 

Overtures for the plea of guilty 
were started two weeks ago by Leo- 
pold Melnick, a new attorney 
called in by the gangster. Capone 
was disgusted with attorneys who 
defended him on a contempt of 
court charge several weeks ago, on 
which he was convicted and sen- 
tenced to six months in jail. 

Melnick advised him to give up 
his fight against the Government 
and society and pléad guilty. Ca- 
pone finally concluded that, being 
only 32 years old and in fine health, 
it would be better to take a few 
years in*the penitentiary and come 
back to Chicago to begin all over 
again rather than face a jury and 
possibly get five to 10 years. 

Wearing a glaring banana-colored 
suit, tan sport shoes, tan red- 
striped socks and tan shirt, and 
manicured and massaged until his 
broad pale face shone like the 
moon,the 250-pound hoodlum strode 
into court with a broad grin 
wreathing his countenance.

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., June

When nine eight-oared crews 
started in heavy rain in the climax

last evening, with an ebb tide be- 
ginning to run fast, the Naval 
Academy's stalwarts 
boatload of strong backed young 
men, going nowhere in particular 
so far as the experts and most’ of 
the crowd were concerned. 

Less than 20 minutes later, this 
same Navy boatload was acclaimed 
the victor n the classic four-miie 
varsity race down the Hudson as it 
handed a clean-cut beating to the 
heavily-favored Cornell crew, de- 
fending champion. 

The Navy followed Washington's 
fast pace for the first three miles, 
stepped up the beat going into the 
last mile sufficiently to assume the 
lead from the fading Huskies and 
then had the stuff to withstand 
Cornell’s despérate closing bid. 

This Navy crew staged one of the 
most astonishing come-backs in 
rowing history after a disastrous 
early season in which they had 
taken lickings from Columbia, Har- 
vard and Syracuse. 

Whether it was just the Navy’s 
day in sudden return to form or the 
result of a switch that sent Ray- 
mon P. Hunter of Sherman, Tex., 
to the stroking position for the 
first time in his competitive career, 
these midshipmen rowed like cham- 
pions. Their time was 18 minutes, 
54 1-5 seconds, the third fastest 
time ever registered on the Hud- 
son for the four-mile route. The 
midshipmen stood off Cornell’s 
champions by a length and a half 
and Washington by two lengths. 

California was fourth, three and 
a half lengths back of Washington, 
Syracuse was fifth, Pennsyivania a 
surprisingly good sixth and Colum- 
bia, one of the big favorites, a 
poor seventh. Wisconsin and Massa- 
chusetts Tech finished eighth and 
ninth.

Hoover Spoke as 


Eye- Witness 


Describing Harding in Last Days 
As “Seared by Disillusionment’’ 


His Reference to Dying President’s Realiza- 
tion of Betrayal by Men He Trusted 
a Contribution to History. 


* 

By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, June 17.—Mem- 
Ories confused by years of question- 
ings and rumor were stirred yes- 
terday by President Hoover’s words 
of tribute and compassion for War- 
ren Harding at th: dedication of 
the Harding memorial in Marion, 
O. A subject long and deeply pon- 
dered was touched by the Presi- 
dent’ with the intimite directness of 
an eye-witness when he thus de- 


scribed in his speech the last days 
of Mr. Harding: 

There was a man whose soul 
was being seared by a great dis- 
illusionment. Warren Harding 
had a dim realization that he had 
been betrayed by a few of the 
men whom he had trusted. 
| Many have been the conflicting 
|stories told in Washington as proof 
|of how much.or how little the dy- 
ling President foresaw of the rev- 
elatiors which rocked the country 
after he had passed away. Frag- 
'ments of recollection of incidents 

'and chance remarks have been 
| marshaled in countless efforts to 
piece out circumstantially the real 
istory. Books have been written, 
j}and at least one of those who was 
‘nearest the central figure of the 
drama has considered publication 
‘of a volume in refutation. 

| What Harding May Have Known. 
Out of. it all has emerged Wery 
‘little of detail having the color of 
accepted authenticity. It has be- 
come common opinion in the Cap- 
ital, however, that Mr. Harding 
did come to a realization of some 
of those irregularities in the Vet- 
erans’ Bureau for which Charles 
R. Forbes was sent to prison; and 
that he heard and partly believed 
\some of the grave charges which 
months later .drove Harry M. 
| Daugherty from the Cabinet. It re- 
|'mains more of a mystery what he 
| may have known or suspected of 
»the transactions which now have 
| brought Albert B. Fall to the door 
‘of the penitentiary. 

| Mr. Hoover's statements are the 
' first public confirmation from such 
‘a source that matters like these 
'weighed heavilv on the mind of the 
‘twenty-ninth President as he ap- 
| proached the end of his life. 

Coming from such a source, 
these statements were accepted in 
Washington as a most unusual con- 
tribution to contemporary history. 
It is extraordinary that a Presi- 
dent, dying far from home, should 
have had almost at his bedside an- 
other destined for the presidency, 
who jater should testify in the 
tenor of Mr. Hoover's remarks at 
Marion. 

With respect to another feature 
'of Mr. Hoover's address, 
' Washington 
speculation. What he said ws 
taken as holding little hope of suc- 
cess for the expected appeal for 
executive clemency for Fall, whose 
prison sentence, an outgrowth of 
the oil prosecutions, has been con- 
firmed by the courts. 

The President mentioned by 
name none of those officials of 
the Harding administration who 
fell into the hands of the law, but 
he did allude to them generally, 
and said: 

“There is no disloyalty and no 
crime in all the category of human 
weaknesses which compares with 
the failure of probity in the con- 
duct of public trust.” 

It was for bribery, through the 
instrumentality of $100,000 deliv- 
ered in a little black bag, that Fall 
was convicted and sentenced. 


Tragedy of Harding's Life and 
Men Who Were Involved in It. 
“The tragedy of the life of War- 

ren Harding,” as President Hoover 

called it, was unknown to the pub- 
lic until months after that August 
night in 1923 when he died. 

' Then Secretary of Commerce, Mr. 

Hoover was the first of the four 

Cabinet members in San Francis- 

eo to reach the room after the 

President’s death. Minutes later 

he came out, obviously deeply dis- 


tressed. "i

Before Mr. Harding left on the 
Alaskan trip which was to be his 
last, there were no public signs at 
the time that his “soul was being 
seared by a great disillusionment, 
as President Hoover now has 
was the case. 

Daugherty Signed Telegram. 

On the night of death, Attorney- 
General Daugherty headed Secre- 
tary Hoover, Work and Wallace in 
‘signing a notification telegram to 
Calvin Coolidge, Chief Justice Taft 
and other high officials. 

Several months before this At- 
bert B. Fall, Harding's old friene 


lof Senate days, had resigned as! 


\ 


Secretary of the Interior. His ol: 
leasing deals which stained the 
Harding administration were not 
uncovered by Senate investigations 
until the ensuing winter. 


It was February, 1924, before 
the next change in the Cabinet. 
Edwin Denby resigned the navy 
portfolio after the Senate had gone 
into phases of the oil scandals 
whieh touched his department. He 
expressed to President Coolidge 
“fear that my continuance in the 
Cabient would increase your em- 
barrassments.”’ 


Next, in March ‘Daugherty re- 
signed the Attorney-Generalship, 
but only in the midst of Senate at- 
tack and at the request of Mr. 
Coolidge. He had been a personal 
appointee of Harding and had man- 
aged the 1920 preconvention cam- 
paign for him, 

Results of the Trials. 


Several years later he and Thom- 
as W. Miller, alien property cus- 
todian under Harding, were tried 
on charges of conspiracy to de- 
fraud the Government.

The Supreme Court, however, in- 
validated the leases on naval oil 
reserve lands which Fall had grant- 
ed to the Doheny and Sinclair in- 
terests. It denounced Fall as “a 
faithless public officer.” 

Besides the Interior Department, 
the thread of scandal reached also 
intO some other Federal quarters 
in Harding's administration. 
Charles B. Forbes, for a time di- 
rector of the Veterans’ Bureau, 
served two years for defrauding the 
Government on hospital contracts. 

Mr. Harding gave great impetus 
to the political career of Herbert 
Hoover by appointing him Secre- 
tary of Commerce. Just after his 
death, Mr. Hoover made public 
tribute to his ability and genial- 
ity, saying, “underneath was reso- 
lute moral courage and steadfast- 
ness.”” 

Hoovers’ Tribeute. 

In his speech by way of reveal- 
ing the character of the man in 
whose honor he was dedicating a 
memorial, the President quoted 
from Mr. Harding’s last statement 
in which he praised the Christian 
virtues.

Methods of Regulating Radio 
In U. S. and Europe Contrasted 
By Senator Dill After Trip Abroad 


On Continent People Realize That Ether Be- 
longs to Public—Too Much Advertising 
in American Broadcasts.

WASHINGTON, June 17.—Sena- 
tor Dill (Dem.), Washington, au- 
thor of the Federal radio act, has 
just returned from Europe, where 
he visited a dozen countries for the 
express purpose of studying radio 
broadcasting. In an interview with 
the Post-Dispatch correspondent 
he gave the results of his obser- 
vations. 

“It must be realized at the out- 
set,” he said, “that because of the 
number of European countries and 
their’ size, the problem of dealing 
with radio there was very different 
from that which we faced in the 
United States. There are 26 coun- 
tries in Europe which have radio 
stations,’ and a single strong cta- 
tion can be heard in all of them. 
Consequently, in order to avoid 
complete chaos on the air, it was 
necessary for these countries to get 
together and agree to divide up the 
available channels. This they did 
satisfactorily, by treaty. It may be 
interesting to note that Soviet Rus- 
sia is a party to this treaty, and 
has adhered scrupulously to its 
terms. 

“The main difference between 
radio communication in Europe 
and in the United States arises 
from the fact that virtually all Eu- 
ropean stations are government- 
controlled. In some countries, such 
as Great Britain, Denmark and 
Russia, the governments own the 
stations outright. In others they 
control them through stock owner- 
ship in the companies which oper- 
aie them. In all of them _ radio 
communication is accepted as a 
proper field for government mo- 
nopoly. 

Progranis Few and Serious, 

“The effect on broadcasting is 
very noticeable, first, in the very 
limited nun:iber of programs that 
are available; second, in the se- 
rious and formal quality of 
programs. Great Britain has 
broadcasting stations, but the 
tener never has more than 
British programs to choose from. 
The German listener can choose 
between two German programs, 
while Sweden, Denmark and sev- 
eral others offer but .one. The 
American listener, accustomed to 
choosing among a dozen or more, 
finds a scanty diet there. 

“I am not prepared to say that 
private ownership would be an ifh- 
provement over the existing system, 
because the problem is complicated 
by many factors. But I certainly 
am convinced that private owner- 
ship is better for the United States, 
provided we have adequate Feder- 
al regulation. It gives us a great 
variety of programs. Most of the 
European programs are extremely 
staid and conservative.” 

“Do European programs com- 
pare favorably with ours in any 
respect?” he was asked. “Yes, and 
perhaps I can express it by saying 
that our stations devote too much 
time to entertainment and ad vertis- 
ing, and not enough to useful pub- 
tic service. For example, most Eu- 
ropean countries are far ahead of 
us in the use of radio in education. 
The school programs there are well 
organized, and a liberal amount of 
time is allotted to them. The num- 
ber of receiving sets used in the 
public schools is increasing rapidly. 
We have got to do something of 
that kind here, and I doubt that it 
can be accomplished through ex- 
isting commercial stations. It may 
be necessary to set up Government 
or State stations for educational 


purposes. 
News Bulletins Popular. 

“News bulletins form an import- 
ant part of European programs; in 
fact, experience there has shown 
that no feature is more popular. In 
Denmark and Sweden the. Govern- 
ment stations pay the press asso- 
ciations a substantial yearly sum for 
the use of their service. Moreover, 
much useful vocational information 


is broadcast. In short, as I have

“Under present-day conditions of 
scientific knowledge in its mani- 
fold applications, of trade, com- 
merce and finance, of world-wide 
travel and economic interpenetra.- 
tion,” he pointed out, “there can 
be no security in isolation, much 
less in armed competition and pre- 
paredness for combat. 

“No nation, however populous, 
however rich, or however heavily 
armed, can of itself gain assurance 
of security. Security, like prosper- 
ity, is no longer even possible for 
any nation acting alone. 

“Indeed, the time has arrived 
when the most heavily armed na- 
tion is likely to become the most 
insecure, for armaments inevitae 
bly tend to war, and modern war 
brings to ruin every participant, 
whether victor or vanquished.

Conversely, the conviction is a sorry reflection on 
the capacity, if not the honesty, of local officials who 
have had innumerable opportunities to gather evi- 
dence of Capone’s lawbreaking. The incident gives 
weight to the popular impression that the Federal 
Government’s system of crime detection is far more 
efficient and relentless than local ones. 

Will Al have a successor? It seems likely, so long 
as prohibition offers such huge rewards to daring 
operators. But it.is improbable that there will ever 
be another figure to flout the law as brazenly as did 
Capone. Now that the Federal Government has shown 
that no crook, regardless of the size of his “mob” 
or the intricacy of his organization, is big enough to 
beat the law, perhaps it will stiffen the spine of the 
Chicago and Cook County prosecuting authorities. 
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SPAIN PRUNES HER ARMY. 


The Spanish Republic in reducing the size of the 
army has taken an essential step which the monarchy 
never dared take, though its urgency was obvious. 
The army, through long meddling in politics which 
culminated in eight years of military dictatorship, 
had come to control the country, the King and Par- 
liament. Yet it was not so much a bristling military 
body as a parasitic bureaucracy. The officer class 
dominated Spain more thoroughly than the Junkers 
ruled pre-war Germany, but its intriguing never 
became an international menace: While Europe's 
peace did not suffer, Spain’s domestic welfare paid a 
jheavy price. In 1931, for instance, 25 per cent of 
the budget was assigned to the army and only 5 per 
cent to education, in the face of a national adult 
illiteracy rate of almost 50 per cent. 

Spain's imperialist career ended in 1898, partly 
because of the military caste’s blundering and impo- 
tency, but that group never lost its delusions of 
grandeur. Colonial berths for rising young officers 
had virtually ended, so places had to be made for 
them at home. Thus at the time of the revolution 
Spain had 27,000 Majors, Colonels and Generals for 
her 160,000 soldiers. Military inefficiency in the dis- 
astrous Moroccan campaigns showed clearly that 
political pie was more important to the clique than 
the building of an effective military machine. 

The Republic's action in neducing the army by 26 
per cent and retiring 17,000 high officers,goes farther 
than the saving of $20,000,000 annually. Military 
duties will demand the attention of the officer staff 
remaining, and it will have less time for matters of 
state. The army, though reduced in size, should gain 
in efficiency by elimination of the less effective per- 
sonnel. The new republic, facing many problems to 
maintain its existence, has performed an effective 


on the behavior of the men who prostituted their 
offices and brought down upon the head of the 
Harding administration the blackest disgrace ever 
suffered by a national government, with one possible 
exception, since this nation. was founded. It is 
equally to Mr. Coolidge’s discredit, that he, as Mr. 
Harding’s direct successor, missed so brilliant an 
opportunity to break the silence which he has so 
sedulously preserved toward the Harding scandals. 
That was a historical érror. 

Now the obligation of sentiment has been belatedly 
met. The veil is drawn. 
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MR. SCHUBKEGEL’S TESTIMONY. 

It is the judgment of E. B. Schubkegel of the Comp- 
troller’s office that St. Louis’ assessment system Is 
unscientific and should be modernized in accord with 
methods perfected by other cities in this difficult 
field. Mr. Schubkegel, who made a tour of inspec- 
tion with Assessor Gehner a year and a half ago, 
thinks that Cleveland and St. Paul have much to 
teach us. St. Paul was the pioneer city to abandon 
the hit-and-miss system of valuing property for taxa- 
tion purposes. It substituted a scientific plan for this 
work, which was adopted and elaborated in Cleveland, 
under the direction of John A. Zangerle. St. Louis 
has but to follow Cleveland’s example to rid itself of 
the glaring inequalities which inevitably creep into 
any system not based upon consistent principles. 

Assessor Gehner, whu is likewise of the belief that 
St. Louis’ assessment methods are capable of improve- 
ment, is now at work to that end, assisted by a com- 
mittee appointed at his request by the Chamber of 
Commerce. Mr. Gehner, as we have said before, can 
make his administration a notable one by effecting 
this reform. 
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CHARLIE BECKER IN INDIANA. 

Among the speakers at the dinner of the Indiana 
Republican Editorial Association was Charles U. 
Becker, Missouri’s perennial Secretary of State. Gov- 
ernors come and go.

Responsibility for the Railways’ Plight 


Lack of co-operation among lines as to rates and service is great cause of present 
troubles, Commissioner Eastman says; rail journal agrees reform in this direction 
is possible, but thinks regulation is more at fault; charges guaranties of transporta- 
tion act are voided, favoring competitors; change in Government policies urged. 
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VEN those who completely disagree with 
EF. Joseph B. Eastman on the question of 

Government ownership concede that he 
is One of the best informed and ablest men 
who have ever been members of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, In his recent 
address before the New York Traffic Club, 
Mr. Eastman presented clearly and con- 
structively some of the problems with which 
the railroad industry is confronted, He 
devoted most of his address to pointing out 
that the troubles and present plight of the 
railroads are due largely to shortcomings of 
management, and to emphasizing that bet- 
ter co-operation among their managements 
is essential to solution of the problems of 
the industry. Although himself more influ- 
ential than any other man in shaping Gov- 
ernment transportation policies, he said al- 
most nothing about the extent to which the 
present railway situation is due to Govern- 
ment policies, 

With what Mr. Eastman said regarding 
the lack and the need of co-operation among 
the railroads regarding rates and service, 
and what they should do to effect economic- 
ally sound co-ordination of the railways and 


Age is in almost complete accord. In fact, 
this paper repeatedly has pointed out, as Mr. 
Eastman did, that “in recent years the rail- 
roads have done remarkable work. in in- 
creasing the economy and efficiency of 
their operation, but the wastes which they 
have attacked are those which they could 
individually eliminate.’’ 


Individual railways should efféct the 
greatest economies in operation compatible 
with the rendering of good service. Railway 
managements should co-operate in study 
and action to the end that the public shalJ 
be as well served as practicable by the en- 
tire railroad industry at the lowest practic- 
able cost. The railways, individually or 
jointly, should carry out a policy of sound 
co-ordination of the various means of trans- 
portation. All these things are essential to 
a satisfactory solution of the national trans- 
portation problem. 

But after this counsel of perfection had 
been adopted by the managements of the 
railways, would the national transportation 
problem be solved? By no means. What- 
ever may have been the shortcomings of the 
managements of the railways during the last 
decade, the present railway situation is due in 
much smaller measure to them than to poli- 
cies of state legislatures, Congress and the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. The pri- 
mary responsibility of each railway manager

It became the responsibility and duty of 
state and national governments so to deal 
with them as to help them in every reason- 
able -way to earn, on the average, a fair re- 
turn upon the value of their properties. How 
did the state and Federal governments per- 
form this duty? Without relaxing their re- 
strictions on the railways, they turned loose 
upon them subsidized and unregulated com- 
petition by highway and waterway. The 
Interstate Commerce Commission sought to 
establish a basis of valuation for rate-mak- 
ing plainly lower than that authorized by 
decisions of the Supreme Court. In addition, 
although the railways year after year failed 
to earn a fair return even on the basis of 
the valuation favored by the commission it- 
self, it repeatedly refused advances and 
made reductions in rates, It is principally 
owing to these policies of government, and 
only in much smaller measure to shortcom- 
ings of railroad managements, that the traf- 


fic and general rate levels of the railways ® 


are proving inadequate during the depres- 
sion to enable them, in spite of the most 
drastic’ retrenchments, to earn even their 
fixed charges, much less a fair return. 

It is natural, in view of these facts, that 
the officers of the railways should blame 
Government regulation for their present 
plight. It is also natural that Commissioner 
Eastman should point out shortcomings of 
railway managements that have contributed 
toward producing the present railway situa- 
tion. Obviously, however, this “passing of 
the buck” from the railroads to the com- 
mission, and from the commission back to 
the railroads, will not help to solve the na- 
tion’s transportation pfoblem unless it ré- 
sults in each of them conceding the mis- 
takes in its own policies and largely correct- 
ing them. 

Practically all railway executives concede 
privately, and many of them publicly, that 
under the stress of competition the railways 
have failed to co-operate enough; but they 
are trying more and more to reduce by co- 
operation the wastes due to competition. Are 
the state and Federal governments, and és- 
pecially the Interstate Commerce Comniis- 
sion, trying as hard as the railway execu- 
tives to correct their shortcomings which 
have contributed toward creating the prés- 
ent railway situation? Commissioner Past- 
man’s lecture to railroad managéments re- 
garding their shortcomings and duties would 
have been much more appropriate and en- 
couraging if accompanied by some astate- 
ment indicating that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission now realized that the 
policy of regulation of rates that it has fol. 
lowed under the transportation act has not 
only disregarded the provisions of that act,

statement made by Marcy B. Darnall, preé 
ident of the Alabama Press Association, 4 
a meeting of that body, that the modem 
editorial page is a great improvement, in 
tohe and expression, on “the violence ané 
prejudice of the editorials in the early days 
of American journalism.”

Denmark Leads the World. 


“Denmark has more radio re- 
ceiving sets in proportion to popu- 
lation than any country in the 
world. It has 119 sets for every 
1000 people. The United States has 
100 for every 1000,,Sweden has 80, 
Great Britain 77 and Germany 56.” 

Notwithstanding Government con- 

trol of Buropean stations, radio has 
been kept almost entirely out of 
politics, Senator Dill said, with the 
exception of Italy, where the Fas- 
cists use it, and Russia, where 
broadcasting is devoted almost ex- 
clusively to education, propaganda 
and news. In Great Britain, before 
the last election, 30 minutes was 
allotted each political party to pre- 
sent its case on the air. 
However, in Germany the Fascist 
‘leader, Adolph Hitler, has been de- 
'manding that radio stations be 
‘thrown open to political discus- 
‘sion, and Dill related an extraor- 
‘dinary episode which occurred 
there several months ago. A Cab- 
jinet Minister was scheduled to 
|make a radio address on a non- 
political subject. At the given hour 
a frock-coated personage appeared 
at the studio, introduced himself 
jas the Minister, and went on the 
air. Ten minutes later, aroused 
iby telephone messages, station of- 
|ficials awakened to the fact that 
the speaker was delivering a rous- 
ing Fascist harangue, and they cut 
him off. Subsequently it was 
learned that Fascists had kidnaped 
ithe Cabinet Minister, and sent one 
,of their own number to imper- 
/sonate him. 


“In most countries on the Euro- 


pean .continent, the dominant po- | 


litical parties have tacitly agreed | 
'to keep the radio out of politics,” | 


Dill went on. “The reason is that 
all of them are afraid of the Com- 
munists. Communist speakers 
seem to evoke a greater response 
from radio listeners than others, so 
the other parties abstain from us- 
ing the radio in order to keep the 
Communists off.” 

This reminded the Senator of 
another unusual ruse practiced re- 
cently. The Soviet Government in- 
vited a party of German Com- 
munists, members of the Reichstag, 
to Moscow. The visitors were in- 
vited to speak over the radio. They 
spoke, in German, over a station 
that could be heard throughout 
Germany, and the burden of their 
speeches was that if the folks back 
home could visit Russia and see 
how things were going, they would 
fall all over themselves to vote 
the Communist ticket in the next 
election.

Tax on Receiving Sets. 


As is known, broadcasting pro- 
grams in most countries of Europe 
are supported by a tax on receiv- 
ing sets. The amount of the tax 
varies from $2.50 to $6 a year. Not 
all this revenue goes to the support 
of radio. In Great Britain, 60 per 
cent goes to support broadcasting, 
while the remainder goes to the 
general treasury. In Germany, 60 
per cent goes to radio, and 50 per 
cent to the Postoffice Department. 
To prevent evasion of the _ tax, 
Great Britain maintains radio pa- 
trol cars, which are automobiles 
equipped with apparatus which de- 
tects the presence of a receiving set 
when driven past a house where 
the set is in operation. 

“What have American broadcast- 
ers to learn from- European meth- 
ods?”’ Dill was asked. 

“Mechanically, they have very 
little to teach us,” he replied. “But 
our broadcasters must get it 
through their heads that the ether 
belongs to the public, and that ev- 
ery station license is presumed to 
be based on the public welfare. 
There is too much advertising on 
the air, and too much of it is per- 
sonal and objectionable. Unless 
the broadcasters and advertisers 
clean up their programs, the public 
will demand that Congress take 
steps to end abuses. On the other 
hand, I see no danger of private 
monopoly if the courts sustain the 
present radio law. Whether they 
are going to sustain it, in my judg- 
ment, is just about the most im- 
portant question that we are facing
